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DETAILED ACTION 

Status of Claims 

1. Claims 1, 3, 7, 10, and 11 are pending in this application. Claims 2, 4-6, 8, and 9 
have been cancelled. This action is in response to the applicants' request for a 
continued examination filed on September 30, 2008. 

Withdrawn Rejections/Objections 

2. Applicant is notified that any outstanding rejection/objection that is not expressly 
maintained in this office action has been withdrawn or rendered moot in view of 
applicant's amendments and/or remarks. 

Rejoinder 

3. Claims 1,3,7,10 and 1 1 are directed to an allowable product. Pursuant to the 
procedures set forth in MPEP § 821 .04(B), claims 4-6 are directed to the process of 
making or using an allowable product, previously withdrawn from consideration as a 
result of a restriction requirement, are hereby rejoined and fully examined for 
patentability under 37 CFR 1 .1 04. 

Because all claims previously withdrawn from consideration under 37 CFR 1 .142 
have been rejoined, the restriction requirement as set forth in the Office action 
mailed on February 13, 2007 is hereby withdrawn. In view of the withdrawal of the 
restriction requirement as to the rejoined inventions, applicant(s) are advised that if any 
claim presented in a continuation or divisional application is anticipated by, or includes 
all the limitations of, a claim that is allowable in the present application, such claim may 
be subject to provisional statutory and/or nonstatutory double patenting rejections over 
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the claims of the instant application. Once the restriction requirement is withdrawn, the 
provisions of 35 U.S. C. 121 are no longer applicable. See In re Ziegler, 443 F.2d 1211, 
1 21 5, 1 70 USPQ 1 29, 1 31 -32 (CCPA 1 971 ). See also MPEP § 804.01 . 

Reasons for Allowance 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The current application is free of the prior art. The closest prior art that is seen is 
Calheiros, et. al., Bioorganic & Medicinal Chemistry Letters (1995), 5(9), 937-40. The 
prior art shows similar compounds and compositions however the point of novelty in the 
current application is the Y group (CH 2 CH 2 OCH 2 group) and the non-fused nitrogen- 
containing heterocyclic amide ring. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee, and to avoid delays, should preferably accompany 
the issue fee.
